—It is gratifying to observe the 
progress already made in opening 
a road from Levi Gay’s to Pleasant 
Hill, in the Brushy Lick flatwoods. 
The grnde js easy, and when wid¬ 
ened will be much used by persons 
aotning to Marlinton from Poage’s 
JLaae and beyond. 

—The Circuit Clerk, Mr. J. H. 
Pattereon, has completed the copy¬ 
ing of the record in the case-of 
Hugh McLaughlin v. Hugh Mc¬ 
Laughlin’s heirs, in which an ap¬ 
peal will be asked. The record 
-contains over three hundred pages 
•of legal-cap paper. 

—An otter was seen near the 
bridge last Sunday, recklessly ex¬ 
hibiting a pelt worth f^om eight to 
:: ^ri dollars. Several men are hunt¬ 
ing him. There Ts a. theory among 
trappers,,that the fur of an otter 
■will turn a bullet. 

—At the junction of the Indian 
Draft and the western prong, the 
remains of a person were found 
some yeara since, supposed to have 
Ixjen those of a French otficer who 
led the Indians in one of their 
raids into this region, and most 
probably about 1704* He paused 
to light his pipe by striking with 
flint and steel, and was shot by a 
scout who was watching the course 
the Indians were likely to take. 

Mrs. Mary Rockman, on the 

i ndmn Draft, has a pillow case 
lade of material woven about 
1780. It was first used as a dress 
by old Mrs. Brown when a little 
girl. It is of cotton, picked, card¬ 
ed, and spun on the little wheeL 
The old people say that cotton 
just froan the pod was more diffi¬ 
cult to pick than wool full of burs, 
v It must have been a tiresome task. 
—There is an old outfit for mak¬ 
ing saltpetre in the cave from 
which Swago creek rises. It was 
used in the manufacture of gun¬ 
powder. Jonathan McNeil had a 
gunpowder factory in the old stone 
house near Withrow McClintic’s 
mill. It was in operation during 
the war of 1812. As there was a 
blockade, powder became scarce, 
and as tnis was a' hunting country, 
and a country infested with In¬ 
dians, it was absolutely necessary 
to'have powder. 

—Mrs. Julia Sharp, at Edray, 
has an heirloom in her possession 
that is very interesting and is high¬ 
ly prized. It is a doable bed¬ 
spread, and was woven .in colors 
and figures. The material is cot¬ 
ton and wool; picked, sheared, 
corded, and spun by hand, and 
then doubled and twisted. It has 
been in use abont a hundred years, 
and ahowa bat littfle sign of wear¬ 
ing out. ‘It was woven by one 
Henry Jones, a professional weav¬ 
er, who had the stone house at the 
Swago mill built to color and 
•weave in. Either side of the fab¬ 
ric is the right.^ide, and so it may 
be equivalent'to two spreads in 
•one. M*. Jones died in Nicholas 
County, abont 1862, at a very ad¬ 
vanced age. He wove with sixteen, 
teewile*. ■ 


—In looking over onr exchang¬ 
es and reflecting upon the state of 
affaire over our country as present¬ 
ed in the journals^ the writer feels 
that the people of this county are 
those whose lines have fallen in 
abont as pleasant places aa the 
earth affords at present. While 
we read of Legislatures appropria¬ 
ting hundreds of thousands to pur¬ 
chase seed grain, for fanners, and 
food for hungry people, and how 
people in towns go to bed to keep 
warm for want of light and fuel, 
when so far as known to ns onr 
people Have a plenty of the neoes- 
saries of life, many of its comforts, 
and not a few of its luxuries. 
Talking over hard times, and brood¬ 
ing over low prices, and short prof¬ 
its, all seem uncalled for. Our 
neighbors while seated before a, 
blazing fire, with barn, granary, 
and m e a t- tub well supplied, are the 
most fortunate of people, in spite 
of sixty-cent-wheat, cheap corn, 
and two-dollar sheep with horses 
to throw in. 

—Maple sugar is being made in 
those camps from which the snow 
has disappeared. There is very 
little to be made in the manufac¬ 
ture of maple-sugar at ten cents a 
pound, and it is only because thrif¬ 
ty people are used to making every 
edge cut that its manufacture is 
carried on at all. When the sea¬ 
son is over they have perhaps fifty 
dollars worth of sugar and molas¬ 
ses, to say nothing of the beer, and 
are not behind with their other 
work,. _In. fact they have that 
where they would have had noth¬ 
ing. The exposure attending the 
work causAa a lot of sickness. The 
ground generally wet and sloppy; 
up late at night; frozen on one 
side and hot pn the other by the 
fire; Bcalding yourself, or putting 
your eyes out with the smoke; 
these are some of the discomforts 
of the sugar-camp. 

—There was a row pn the street 
laBt Tuesday. Two young fellows 
got their fighting blood rip, and af¬ 
ter indulging in some highly sea¬ 
soned personal remarks, came to 
blows. They fell in the mud, antf 
the top man was pounding the un¬ 
der man. Quite a number of men 
got implicated and all of us bystan¬ 
ders seemed to have a dark ^suspi¬ 
cion that the nearest man was an 
adversary. A fight was nearly 
caqsed by one part wishing to sep¬ 
arate them and another who said 
to let them fight it out. S. K. 
Burns, Deputy-Sheriff, pulled 
them apart and dispelled the war¬ 
like appearance, and the majesty 
of the law was upheld^ One man 
was covered with blood and glory. 
No harm was done, and the bruises 
will just loosen the skin and make 
the boys grow. 

—One of the most aggravating 
things in a small way occurred to 
some of our town friendR last week, 
in connection with their bank. 
The trouble must first be ascribed 
to the irregularities of the mail ser¬ 
vice which has plunged us in a 
hopeless state of despondency for 
the past week or so. This firm was 
notified that they had a note of 
forty-odd dollars in bank due Feb. 
24—27. They sent the money in 
time, but it was delayed one day, 
and the bank received it on the 
28th. The note had been protest¬ 
ed and was sent back for collection, 
and on Saturday of that week pro¬ 
cess was served ou the firm for the 
full amount of the note plus the 
protest fees. This made two sets 
of costs which will about knock 
the profits off the transaction for 
which the note was given. 

—There was a six-foot raise jjn 
the river last week. The ice was 
well rotted before the flood, and so 
did not do any damage. Several 
rafts went by with their customary 
crew, and perhaps a horse or two 
to lighten the walk back. Captain 
Smith is down the river and has 
been driving no doubt. 

—In front of the original Rob¬ 
ert Moore dwelling, traces of which 
may be yet seen, are two Lombar¬ 
dy poplars, planted there nearly a 
century eihce, and perhaps the 
first of their kind west of the Al- 
leghanies. Though from sunny 
Italy, these trees flourished luxun- 
ently until a few years since. 

—E. H. MooreCo., of Acad¬ 
emy, inform us that last Saturday, 
after a certain special advertise¬ 
ment was placed for the week in 
onr paper that they did a very 
much increased business their 
cash sales alone amounting to over 
sixty dollars.

The evidence giveu below is the 
substance of the testimony of Jas¬ 
per Varner, Frank Hoocbin, Lee 
Collins, and Peter Kramer: It 
seeps that Bam. Collins, Lee Col¬ 
lins, Jagper Varner, and Peter 
Kramer were coming from Cheat 
Bridge down the mountain to the 
Slavin Cabin, where Bam. lived. 
Ham, iirho bad been drinking, stop- 
lied to talk to a man near Robert 
Kerr’s place. Jasper Varner went 
back to join him, the crowd bariug 
passed on, and about the time they 
overtook tbair companions, Varner 
and Collins came to blows. Collins 
beat and abased Varner terribly; 
nearly biting his nose off, for one 
thing. This was abont a quarter ol 
a mile from Bam’shonse, and near 
Charles Slavin'* home. Slaviu 

beard the foes And took bis Win¬ 
chester rifle and started for the 
sceue, thinking that it was bia 
brother that who was in a fight. 
Be met Varner, who was coming 
away beaten and braised, aud who 
told him what was up. Slavin 
went on aud talked to Bam in a 
friendly manner,’until Kramer said, 
u Do yoa Lake np poilina’gnd Var¬ 
ner’s tight T” Slpvin said, ‘‘Don’t 
know that I am and took bis gno 
off bin shoolder^^lt seems that »be 
whole crowd, auduffraBk Hoychiu, 
who bad come tjp with Slavin, join¬ 
ed in a struggle.to- disarm' Slavin. 
In the effort, the- straggling group 
went over the roadside, and the 
gun was discharged, the bullet en¬ 
tered the ground. Slavin then 
wrenched the gun away, and jump¬ 
ing aaide a tew steps, shot Bam, 
who was standing motionless a few 
yards away. Bam said “I’m kill 
ed,” and fell, and as bn fell, Slavin 
fired again. Both balls *ook effect 
in the left Bide and passed entirely 
through the body., one near the 
heart. Slavin went to Grat Sla 
vin’s, and Ham was carried home- 
SLAVIJi’S EVIDENCE. 

The testimony of the prisons* 
varied in some particulars. Be 
said that be took bis gun down to 
throw it aaide and fight Kramar 
with bis fist, claiming be had iusul- 
ted him by his words. That when 
they tried to disarm him he resisted, 
aud that when be found himself free, 
he mechanically threw a ball in bis 
Winchester, and that Ham started 
towards him with a drawn dirk. 
There was no knije of this kind 
found at the place of the tragedy. 

• THE VEBDICT. 

“We tbs jury find that the de¬ 
ceased Bam Cnllips comes to bis 
death from two shots from a win 
Chester rifle in th&Jiands of Charles 
Slavin.” 

Tbe dead man was buried at the 
Hoover graveyard on Tuesday. He 
was a man aged about fifty years, 
of immense frame, and has bad a 
checkered career. It is said that 
he saved tbe life of Gen. O. 0. 
Watts, of Charleston, at one time 
by catching on his arm a blow 
aimed at Gen. Watts’ bead. His 
arm was broken. He bad a row in 
Randplph -connty, broke jail and 
came to Pocahontas. Be went to 
Bath on a trip in J893, had a big 
fight at tbe Hot 8pringa, was arres¬ 
ted and broke jail there. He came 
back and infixed from Clover Creek 
to Cheat Mountain. He leaves 
several children. - 

Charles Slavin is a rfftive of Po¬ 
cahontas, and is quite a young man. 
Be was tried a few years ago (or 
catting a man, bat waa cleared of 
tbe eharge of felony on the grounds 
of self defense. He is in jail at 
Huntersville. ' 

As nsaal in snob cases there is 
ranch reeling aronsed. Slavin is 
well connected and well -liked and 
many who are in a position to judge 
assert bis action was justifiable. 


AH the country has said that there 
was sate to be blood spilt between 
Collins and tbe Slavln’s, and Slavin 
was onoe held op by Collin#. Tbe 
evidence given to onr readers this 
week is against Slavin bat the pub¬ 
lic will do well to bear in mind that 
tbeie are two sides to this case and 
tbe prisoner has much evidence hi 
hie favor not yet produoed.-
